NAVAL DISASTER 


Denby Orders Open Door for 
San Diego Inquiry 


Nation to Know Where 
Fault, if Any, Lies 


Damaged Destroyers’ Report 
s Received Late 


BY ROBERT B. ARMSTRONG 
(EXCLUSIVES DreraTcH) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.——With 
the entire nation waiting to know 
the real facts underlying the @isas- 
ter to the American destroyers off 
Honda Bay, Secretary Denby and 
his advisers in the Navy Depart- 
ment today dectded that the public 
should have all the facts. When 
the Board of Inquiry resumes its 
hearings Monday after a three-day 
recess, the hearings will be open 
and the public will be advised from 
day to day the exact developments 
as shown by testimony. 

No accident in the Amertcan 
Navy has aroused such interest or 
become so important as this one 
off the coast of California. Tre- 
'mendous numbers of inquiries are 
arriving daily at the Navy Depart- 
ment and the newspapers of the 
country, while suspending judg- 
ment, plainly reflect the curiosity 
and widespread interest of all the 
people of the country as to just 
what caused this disaster. 


OALL, INCIDENT UNUSUAD 

Many are willing to give un- 
natural conditions a large share in 
the probable cause, but the naval 
officers at headquarters in Wash- 
ington realise that this is an un- 
usual incident in the history of the 
Navy. Secretary Denby has always 
belleved in the widest publicity in 
naval operations and is convinced 
that the duty of the Navy is to 
place all the facts before the public 
and trust the fair-minded public 
sentiment of the country in the 
meantime to suspend judgment un- 
til all the facts are brought out 
in the Investigation before the 
Board of Inquiry. 

Secretary Denby has been of 
the opinion that utter frankness 
Was necessary in the handling of 
this case, but additional telegrams 
from the coast today indicated that 
two more destroyers in addition to 
the seven mentioned in the original 
official dispatches had been dam- 
aged by going onto the rocks. The 
vessels were not mentioned here- 
jtefore. They extricated them- 


few hundred yards from the flag 
ship tonight, and the Marcus was 
at the destroyer repair base, await- 
ing removal from dry dock tomor- 
row.

New Association Meets Test 
of Late Legislation 


Title 10 Product Contracted 


for is Now Ailowed 
Enforcements of Agreement 
Also Provided For

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—All 


Federal obstacles to the operation 
of the Raisin Growers Association 
under the new co-operation credit 
act known as the Capper-Volstead 
law have been elimiriated. This 
announcement was made by Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace, un- 
der whose jurisdiction Congress 
placed the supervision of all or- 
ganizations formed under the Cap- 
per-Volstead measure. 

All of the important legal points 
| objected to by some representatives 
of the Department of Justice have 
been waived by order of Atty.-Gen. 
Daugherty and the raisin growers 
are at liberty to utilize their new 
method of operation as submitted 
some weeks ago fo the Secretary 
of Agriculture and which plan has 
been fully approved by him and 
will be 8 of operation here- 
after by t Raisin Growers As- 
sociation of California. 


RIGHTS ESTABLISHED 


The successful formation of this 
association under the new lw 
paves the way for all other similar 
co-operative associations and es- 
tablishes the rights of such an as- 
sociation on two of the most vital 
pointy in the marketing of products 
from a large number of growers. 
The first is that the association has 
the unquestioned legal right to take 
tall title to the product under the 
contracts with the growers. This 
gives the association a title on 
which it may arrange with banking 
or other financial institutions to se- 
cure loans and thus advance to 
the growers some of the current 
expenses of producing the product 
which secures the loan. 

One of the points raised by a 
representative of the Department 
of Justice contested this right but 
the Attorney-General declared that 
under the new law this right was 
unquestioned and the Secretary of 
Agriculture so ruled. The second 
right of the association which was 
challenged and decided in favor of 
the association by both the At- 
torney-General and the Secretary 
of Agriculture was the privilege of 
enforcing the contracts between 
the association and the growers 
through the collection of liquidated 
damages for failure to deliver the 
product according to the member 
contracts. 

This sight. was almost as neces- 
sary as the right to take title to 
the product and without the legal 
right to enjoy these privileges the 
raisin growers and all other co- 
operative organizations of this na- 
ture would have been unable 
either to finance their products or 
control their contract members in 
the matter of delivery and the very 
law under which they were to be 
given a special status would have 
been a failure.

The Attorney-General announced 
that his department in view of thé 
practical ending of the old organi- 
zation would make no further in- 
quiry into the affairs of the old 
association and that the visit of 
Asst. Atty.-Gen. Riter was only for 
the purpose of clearing away the 
last technical legal difficulties and 
permitting the new raisin groWers 
organization to function under the 
supervision of the Department of 
Agriculture as provided by the law. 
The at ide of the Department 
of Agricuiture is now the same as 
was expressed on March 26 last, 
when it issued the following state- 
ment: 

“The Sun-Mald Raisin Growers 
of California are reorganized on a 
plan which appears to meet the 
conditions of the Capper-Volstead 
Co-operative Marketing Act ac- 
cording to an anouncement by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture today. This announcement 
followed a conferegce between 
Ralph F. Merritt, managing di- 
rector of the raisin growers, and 
Department of Agriculture officials 
regarding the projected reorganiza- 
tion. In requesting the conference 
Mr. Merritt pointed out that it was 
hie desire to have Sun-Maid Raisin 
‘Growers comply with the spirit and 
terms of the Capper-Volstead Act. 


MEMBERSHIP RULE 
“In organizing to meet the con- 
ditions of the Capper-Volstead Act 


a co-operative association must 
confine its membership to pro- 
ducers. In developing the raisin 


association to its present magni- 
tude possibly 15 per cent of the 
stock of the association is held 
by individuals, who are not now 
producers of raisins. In reorgan- 
izing it is the purpose to reduce the 
capital stock to practically a 
nominal amount and provide that 
it is to be held only by actual pro- 
ducers. In the reorganization a 
subsidiary cdrporation to pack and 
process raisina will be formed 
which will be financed through the 
sale of bonds or other securities, 
All of the marketing of raisins 
will be done by the Sun-Maid 
Raisin Growers. 

“The Department of Agriculture 
is much pleased that the Sun-Maid 
Raisin Growers are proceeding 
with the reorganization: of their 
association to meet the conditions 
of the Capper-Volstead Act. Ar- 
rangements are being made de- 
tween the Department of Agricul- 
ture and the 3 Raisin 
Growers to make a study of the 
distribution problems as they have 
been handled by the association.

OIL PRODUCTION 


Obregon in Action Against 
Doheny Interests 


Juan Felipe Fields Cause of 
Serious Dispute 


Government and Company 
Have Different Stories

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 14.—Act- 
ing under orders of President Ob- | 
regon Minister of Commerce Ro- 
bles has ordered the Huasteca | 
Petroleum Company, owned by 
the Doheny oil interests, to stop 
all further drilling in the Jaan 

Felipe fields. 

This action, rumored yesterday 
was confirmed today by Frank R. 
Seaver, general manager here for 
the Doheny interests. “The gov- 
ernment has augmented ita 
terms.“ was Seaver’s summariza- 
tion of the reasons for this un- 
expected action. 

Asked about what mean the 
American company would take in 
regard to the order Seaver said 
that the Huasteca company woul. 
employ the usual legal attempts 
to secure withdrawal of the or- 
der, and to obtain a new permit 
to proceed with its drilling op- 
erations. 


LOAN IS SOUGHT 

“The Mexican government re- 
cently approached the IIuasteca 
company and asked for a loan vf 
6,000,000 pesos,” said Seaver, “in 
accord with its recently adopted 
policy of borrowing money from 
oll companies and croditing the 
amount thus obtained as advance 
taxes. The Huasteca company al- 
ready had made a deposit of 3. 
000,000 pesos, which it consid- 
ered sufficient until the courts 
have decided the Famour case, in- 
volving rights to the Juan Felipe 
field. So they declined to make 
the requested loan. The order 
stopping drilling operations fol- 
lowed.” 

Minister Robles asserts that the 
order is a consequence of the 
American company's failure to 
furnish the second bond r-quired 
by the Presidential decree of Au- 
gust 31, 1922, for guarantees to 
the government and other pro- 
prietors of the undivided Juan Fe- 
lipe field. 

But Seaver maintains that his 
company fulfilled these require- 
tion toward the government, and 
that the deposit of 3,000,000 
is all required by the Presidential 
decree in question. 


MANY DISPUTES THERE 

The Juan Felipe sector has been 
the cester of much dispute in re- 
cent years. In order to facilitate 
development of this field, a de- 
cree was issued allowing that com- 
pany to operate which showed 
possession of 75 per cent of the 
land units, and made by deposit of 
3,000,000 uasteca 
Company ulfilled these require- 
ments, 
But the government asserts a 
further. deposit wos tu be made 
under terms of agreement with the 
company, in case oil should be 
found, to guarantee payment to 
other proprietors. Seaver points 
out that the company Urilled seven 
wells at a cost of $100,000 each 
before a gusher was drought in. 
The original proposition was ac- 
cepted by the Huasteca company 
under the name of Doheny & 
Bridge. Robles avera that the 
company has now succeeded in ob- 
taining a total potential production 
to date cf 30,000 barrels daily in 
Juan Felipe. Prior to beginning 
operations in this field, the Huas- 
teca company engaged in lengthy 
litigation with several other com- 
panies and individuals for posses- 
sion of the proporty, which has 
not yet been concluded. 
One of the chief desires of the 
Huasteca company in seeking to 
obtgin possession of this field was 
to prevent several other compa- 
nies from obtaining production 
there which might sap production 
of the Chapopote, Cerro Azul and 
Juan Casiano wells.

Water Users to Get Rebate of

were talking through their hats. After he slammed me with that first

erty of a husband and wife, pass- 
ing to either, upon tho death of 
the other, is a matter of important 
concern to many residents of Call- 
fornia. 

Community property may be said 
to be all property acquired b a 
husband or wife during ma 
except such as may be acquired by 
either through gift, devise or de- 
scent Community property offers 
a subject for discussion by itself. 
For this reason no attempt will be 
made in this article to explain its 
nature other than incidentally in 
connection with the assessment of 
inheritance taxes upon it on the 
death of the husband or wife. 

The California law gives the hus- 
band absolute control over the 
community property except that he 
cannot dispose of more than one- 
half of it by his will unless he 
first obtains his wife's consent. The 
half over which he has no power 


death; the other half, in the ab- 
sence of a will left by the husband, 
passes In accordance with the laws 
of succession; ie. to his wife and 
children in equal shares. 

Prior to an amendment to the 
law adopted by the Legislature in 
1923, the wife had absolutely no 
power to make a will effecting the 
disposition of the community prop- 
erty. and upon her death all of it 
vested absolutely in her husband. 
The amendment, however, provides 
that the wife shall henceforth have 
the right to dispose of one 
half of the community prop- 
erty by her will. If she leaves 
no will then the community prop- 
erty all goes to the husband, as 
before the amendment. 

The California Inheritance Tax 
Act states that in the event of the 
death of either husband or wife no 
tax shall be imposed on the vest- 
ing in either husband or wife of

CRONKHITE CASE! 


Government Wants Pothier 
Release Order Reversed 


Supreme Court Told Suspect 
Had Confessed 


Lack of Jurisdiction Also is 
Charged 


(BY A DAY WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—The 
government asked the Supreme 
Court today to reverse the decision 
of the first Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals directing the release of 
Roland R. Pothier, who had been 
held in connection with the death 
of Maj. Alexander P. Cronkhite at 
Camp Lewis, Wash., in 1918. 

In its petition the government 
pointed out that Pothier and Rob- 
ert Rosenbluth had been indicted 
for the murder of Cronkhite by the 
Federal District Court for Western 
Washington and that Pothier was 
said to have confessed he had 
the shot that killed Maj. Cronkhite. 


JURISDICTION DENIED 


Pothier contended that the Fed- 
eral government had no jurisdic- 
tion and his contention was over- 
ruled by the United States District 
Court for Rhode Island, but subse- 
quently this decision was reversed 
by the Circuit Court of Appeals. 
The latter decision prevented re- 
moval of Pothier to Washington 
for trial. 

The decision of the Circuit Court, 
the government declared in its pe- 
tition today, was based solely on 
the ground that the alleged crime 
was not committed on territory 
over which the government had 
exclusive jurisdiction. 

The petition said that on the 
contrary the reservation where

Whether the monarchy will survive is 
still problematical; for the revolution seems 
to have moved in two directions. The Ca- 
talonians are reported to hate started a 
movement to separate from the remainder 
of the kingdom and form a republic. But 
the true Fascisti action is against the sep- 
aratists as well as against the Communists. 
According to the latest dispatches the 
monarchists have welcomed the Fascisti 
movement and have asked the Fascisti 
leader to assume charge of the government 
in order to block the republican and sep- 
aratist revolt. 

Spanish politics has been unsettled ever 
since the World War ended. The power of 
the throne has progressively weakened; 


not the United States. Mussolini adopted 
similar tactics in Italy and success crowned 
his effoils. To understand how such tac- 
tics can succeed one must study the present 
conditions in Europe. Communism has se- 
cured a hold on the part of the populations 
who possess little or nothing. It promises 
confiscation and the have-nots are always 
ready to confiscate that which belongs to 
others. It is like a fever. While it is at its 
height things are destroyed that are neces- 
sary to the preservation of the very lives 
of the people. 

Those who are intelligent enough and ex- 
perienced enough to know what the result 
of Communism will be must combat the 
movement with the weapons that are at 
hand. If universal suffrage prevails and 
governments are to be overthrown by a 
single adverse vote, then the state of the 
nation while the fever is raging is extreme- 
ly perilous. The only effective remedy 
found has been for strong government con- 
trol through a display of force until the 
fever subsides. 

That is what is taking place in Spain 
now. It recalis Henry Watterson'’s com- 
ment concerning lynching: “Lynching is 
never justifiable; but it is sometimes expe- 
dient.”

It is an accepted axiom of political ecoa- 
omy that a government which can be at 
tacked with impunity is perilously near col- 
‘lapse. The action of the King would ap- 
pear from this distance to be placing a pre- 
mium on rebellion.

We are in a position 
to do this and do it gladly and with spon- 
taneous sympathy. But our greatest help 
will be in the restoration and rebuilding. 

Americans restored San Francisco in an 
incredibly short space of time and made it 
a city of glorious achievement. The Japa- 
nese will wish our support and co-operation 
in re-creating their own capital. American 
architects, artisans and contractors will be 
in demand. 

Japan is still rich and resourceful, but 
there will be loans to make and credits to 
extend. In these fields American business 
and finance will engage. 

There should be a frank and thorough 
understanding between the two peoples.
